Militant seniors at heart 
of capital demonstrations 


A MILITANT band of silver-haired citizens 
are at the centre of climate protests that 
brought London to a standstill. 

Some 340 people have been arrested 
since Monday when hundreds of people 
from the environmental group Extinction 
Rebellion took control of four sites, closing it 
to traffic and causing commuter chaos. 

The Metropolitan Police said the activists 
had caused "serious disruption" as they 
took over Marble Arch, Waterloo Bridge, 
Parliament Square and Oxford 
Circus. Passengers were left a 

stranded after Luke Watson, 1 

29, glued his hand to the side } 
of a Docklands Light Railway 
train at Canary Wharf station. 

London mayor Sadiq Khan 
said the group were "risking" 
the safety of Londoners. 

Filling the group's ranks are a 
band of older eco-warriors using 
their retirement to take on the climate 
cause and say they feel little regret at the 
disruption they've caused and say they are 
happy to be arrested in the process. 

Husband and wife Jenny and Derrick 
Langley from Cambridge are spending their 
retirement teaching Extinction Rebellion 
protesters how to safely blockade streets 
and what to do if they're arrested. 

Derrick, a former photographer, has been 
arrested twice but says he is spurred on by 
the thought of his grandchildren aged three 
and one. He said: "I look in their eyes and I

think about what's going to happen to them. 

I think are you going to end up starving to 
death? Are you going to end up drowning? 

"I'm sorry we've been disruptive but we 
want a future for our grandchildren and all 
life on earth and this seems like the most 
likely way of bringing it to attention." 

Retired teacher Jenny, 63, added: "I want 
to be on the right side of history. I don't want 
to be the generation that had everything 
and didn't care about the future."

Retired government 
research scientist and 
grandad-of-five Terry Goodchild, 
74, said: "We are prepared to go to prison 
for it.

Grandmother-of-four Ginny Waters, 68, 
said she is prepared to stay on the protest 
for weeks and is happy to be arrested. 

Four campaigners glued themselves to a 
fence outside Jeremy Corbyn's home in 
Islington, North London. 

They said they support Mr Corbyn but 
want the Labour Party to go further than 
declaring a "climate emergency". 

Mr Corbyn did not speak to them.

smallest organisms we destabilise and risk 
collapsing the world’s ecosystems, the networks 
that support the whole of life on Earth. 

“We stand at a unique point in our planet’s 
history. One where we must all share 
responsibility for the future of life on Earth. 

“Every one of us has the power to make 
changes now. We are running out of time but 
there is still hope. If we better understand the 
threat we face, the more likely it is we can avoid 
such a catastrophic future.” 

Sir David, 92, joins other experts on a TV 
show tonight called Climate Change: The Facts. 

Former director at the NASA Goddard 
Institute for Space Studies, Dr James Hansen, 


warned about climate change dangers in 1988. 
But he says leaders ignored the evidence and 
precious time was lost. Dr Hansen adds: “It 
would’ve been easy to solve the problem if we 
started to make fossil fuels more expensive and 
develop technologies to replace them. 

“But we didn’t do that. And now there 
are consequences.” 

It is an uphill battle even today, 
with US president Donald 
Trump dismissing global 
warming as “a hoax”. 

Harvard professor of 
science Naomi Oreskes says: f 
“Organisations who had the l 
most to lose were fossil fuel 
companies, making huge profits. 

They undertook a concerted 
campaign to confuse the 
science and message. The cycle 
of denial has worked. And even today, the US 
president has said [climate change] is not true.” 

One of the most obvious places climate 
change is taking hold is in the poles, where ice 
is melting at an alarming rate and threatening 
the existence of wildlife such as polar bears. 


University of Leeds climate scientist Professor 
Andrew Shepherd says: “It’s too much for 
Earth’s ice to withstand. Things are worse than 
we’d expected. The Greenland ice sheet has lost 
four trillion tons of ice and it’s losing five times 
as much ice today as it was 25 years ago.” 

The experts say switching to renew¬ 
able energies such as solar and wind 
power is essential. And there are 
many things we can do indi¬ 
vidually, such as not wasting 
food, recycling and stop 
dumping plastic that can find 
its way into the sea. 

Last year UN experts gave 
us 12 years to stop a climate 
* change catastrophe. At the 
current rate the planet would heat 
up 1.5C by 2040. Any hotter would 
bring bad storms, floods, heat¬ 
waves and droughts.

A MAN buried in 1993 has been dug 
up for DN A tests to see if he carried 
out two rapes his son was jailed for. 

Scaffolder Eric McKenna, 58, is 
serving 23 years after he was convicted 
last year of attacking a woman aged 21 
in 1983 and a woman of 18 in 1988. 

He was arrested after he got a 
caution for urinating in a 
neighbour’s plant pot and 
his DNA sample gave a hit 
on a cold case database. 

But earlier this year, his 
sister Eileen Hutton said 
their dad Thomas - who 
died of a heart attack aged 62 
- could have been the rapist. 

McKennas wife Moira FRESH ORDEAL Wendy 
got permission to exhume 
his remains from St Johns Cemetery in 
Elswick, Newcastle, which was closed 
yesterday as the work was done. 

Staff in white overalls and face masks 
were seen behind a blue plastic barrier 
and a green gazebo had been set up. 



Newcastle city council confirmed the 
work was carried out with the “full 
co-operation of the family”. 

McKenna, of Arthur’s Hill, Newcastle, 
was 23 at the time of the first attack and 
his father would have been around 52. 

His 1983 victim, Wendy Forrester, who 
is now 58 and has waived anonymity, 
-told how McKenna grabbed her 
from behind and gave her £1 
Tor her bus fare” after 
her ordeal. 

She said: “I think they are 
clutching at straws but 
his family need to think 
about other people, not 
themselves. 

“I was so relieved when he 
was convicted. I have been 
dealing with this 30-odd 
years and I thought it was over. 

“It’s bad enough going through that. 
Now this has brought it all back. I’m still 
confident the right person is in jail.”

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50,000 kids 
'vanish' off 
school rolls 

NEARLY 50,000 pupils 
disappeared from state 
schools before taking their 
GCSEs, a study reveals. 

One in 12 pupils (8.1%) 
from the end of year 11 in 
2017 were removed from 
rolls in England for reasons 
unaccounted for by family 
decisions, the Education 
Policy Institute found. 

Almost a quarter of the 
kids (23%) were from 6% of 
secondary schools (330). 

Some schools have been 
accused of “off-rolling” by 
removing pupils from their 
rolls so they are not then 
counted in GCSE results. 

Labour’s Angela Rayner, 
said: “There must be a 
clear responsibility to 
ensure all children get a 
great education.” 

2 in 3 heads 
cut teachers 
to save cash 

TWO in three secondary 
school heads have axed 
teachers to save money, a 
survey has found. 

Two in five primary and 
secondary heads said they 
had cut back on trips, and 
over half slashed spending 
on computer equipment. 

The poll of 1,678 for the 
Sutton Trust charity found 
a quarter of secondary 
heads helped plug budget 
gaps by dipping into pupil 
premiums, meant to help 
disadvantaged pupils. 

The GMB blamed Tory 
cuts, which chief Rehana 
Azam said had “a terrible 
impact on our schools”. 

The Department for 
Education said:“There is 
more money going into 
our schools than ever.” 

Staff bullying 
makes their 
lives a misery 

MOST teachers’ lives are 
being made a misery by 
bullying colleagues - with 
some driven from their 
jobs, a union study says. 

Four out five told the 
NASUWT they had been 
bullied in the last year. 

Nearly half (45%) had 
visited their GP for help, 
while almost a fifth drank 
or used prescribed drugs. 

One said: “Education is 
a nasty, back-stabbing, 
cruel place to work.” 

Verbal abuse and having 
work criticised by head¬ 
teachers in front of others 
were common incidents. 

Union boss Chris Keates 
said: “Bullying is destroying 
many teachers’ mental 
health, and driving some 
from the profession.”

Dad-of-two Stephen

A MOTORIST tracked down and 
killed a drink-driver with one blow in 
a road rage attack after his van had 
been clipped, a court heard. 

Oliver Brown, 21, allegedly hit Stephen 
Walsh when he answered his door and 
“knocked him out cold”. The victim 
went to bed and his fiancee found him 
dead the next day, jurors 
were told yesterday 

A postmortem 
revealed the dad-of-two 
died of a bleed on the 
brain caused by head 
injuries including a 
fractured skull and jaw. 

Earlier Brown had 
been in his Vauxhall 
Astra van when 
Stephen, 37, veered into 
his path and clipped it. 

Instead of stopping, 
the alleged victim drove 
home and started to 
watch an episode of Love Island with his 
fiancee. The couple had been at a 
christening and Stephen insisted on 
driving home despite drinking all 
evening, the court heard. 

Brown scoured local streets until he 
spotted Stephens Lexus outside their 
home in Mapperley, Notts. 

Prosecutor Sarah Knight told jurors 


yesterday: “They hadn’t been in long 
when there was a knock at the door. It 
was Oliver Brown. He was angry that his 
vehicle had been clipped and he had 
been determined to find the person who 
had done it. He was pumped up. He 
wouldn’t let the situation lie. 

“The blow the impact caused, by Mr 
Walsh’s head falling to the ground, 
caused fractures to his skull and jaw. 

These led to a bleed on 
the brain that would 
tragically kill him just a 
few hours later.” 

After hitting Stephen, 
Brown “instantly knew 
he had done far too 
much”, jurors were told. 
He picked him up and 
carried him to his sofa. 

Moments later, the 
court heard, Brown sent 
girlfriend Roseanne 
Newton at text saying: “I 
really hope he’s not 
brain-damaged.” Double 
glazing fitter Brown, of Ingoldmells, 
Lines, claims Mr Walsh lunged at him 
and he acted in self-defence. He has 
pleaded not guilty to manslaughter. 

Newton, 21, denies assisting an 
offender. The trial at Nottingham crown 
court continues.

‘28 dead' in

Cure possible 
for'bubble 
boy’ children

BABIES with “bubble boy” 
syndrome can now be 
cured, say US scientists. 

Patients born with rare 
Severe Combined Immune 
Deficiency, which was the 
subject of the 1976 film, 
The Boy in the Plastic 
Bubble starring John 
Travolta, do not have an 
immune system and need 
to live in sterile conditions. 

Even a common cold 
can kill sufferers. 

But scientists at St Jude 
Children’s Research 
Hospital in Memphis 
transplanted healthy bone 
marrow stem cells into 10 
babies with the syndrome. 

The tots, who had low 
doses of chemotherapy 
prior to treatment, are now 
all healthy toddlers. 

Lead author Ewelina 
Mamcarz, said: “This is 
a first for patients with 
this condition.”

300 council seats are 'democracy deserts' 


FARCE Voters will lose out 


LARGE swathes of the country will 
be "democracy deserts" for the 
May local elections, with results in 
hundreds of seats already certain, 
according to a campaign group. 

Some 300 council seats in 
England are guaranteed to go to 
one party or individual before a 
vote has been cast - affecting 
around 850,000 potential voters. 

According to analysis by the 
Electoral Reform Society, nearly 


148 councillors are sure to win 
seats on May 2, because there is 
no one running against them. 

Tories will gain 137 uncontested 
seats, Lib Dems five, independent 
candidates four and Labour two. 

A further 152 seats in multi¬ 
member wards are also affected, 
because some parties are putting 
up fewer candidates than they 
could. Darren Hughes, chief 
executive of the Electoral Reform 


Society, said: "It is a disgrace in 
the 21st century for parties to 
have landed 300 seats without a 
single ballot being cast. 

"Large parts of England are at 
risk of becoming democracy 
deserts. The result is councillors 
who have no proper mandate."

ONE-in-four foster carers 
has faced “nightmare” false 
allegations, a study shows. 

Some 55% of all such 
carers have had com¬ 
plaints - but more than 
half were ruled not true.

Killer fish found in Yorkshire lake 





Locals say numbers are down

TWO flesh-eating piranhas 
have been discovered at a 
UK lake where duck numbers 
appear to be dwindling. 

The fish normally live in the 
waters of the Amazon, 6,300 
miles away. 

Mum Toni Hooper, 32, spotted 
the first dead piranha on Sunday 
during a family walk. 

She said: “It sent shivers down 
my spine. I’m concerned about 


where the wildlife is. You 
wouldn’t catch me in the water.” 

Toni had gone to feed the 
ducks at Martinwells Lake in 
Edlington, South Yorkshire. 

She added: “On Sunday, we 
noticed there was only one duck 
and two ducklings. 

“Other people I’ve spoken to 
have said they have noticed 
there aren’t as many ducks.” 

The lake is also usually home 
to shoals of pike, carp and tench 
alongside a large number of 


geese, ducks, coots and water- 
hens. Toni, from Doncaster, said 
her partner Gary Walker, 34, 
often fished at the site and had 
noticed numbers down. 

She said they put the piranha 
they found in nearby bushes. 

The second piranha was 
reported on Monday by mum- 
of-three Lisa Holmes, 37, her 
partner Davey White, also 37, 
and their youngest child, eight- 
year-old Sonny. 

Carer Lisa, from Doncaster,

said tree surgeon Davey had 
spotted it floating near a fishing 
platform. She said: “We saw the 
teeth we realised it was a 
piranha. It was quite a shock.

The couple intend to keep the 
piranha’s skeleton as a souvenir. 

Doncaster Council said it was 
“highly unlikely” that the fish 
had ever been alive in the lake.

Fiend showed no remorse for killings

MANIPULATIVE serial killer Joanna 
Dennehy knew how to draw men to 
her like moths to a flame. 

Chilling footage showed her laughing 
and flirting with officers in a police 
station just after her arrest - and even 
her lawyer admitted she had a “magnetic 
pull” and was “charismatic”. 

She was 31 when sentenced to spend 
the rest of her life in jail in 2014 after 
admitting the knife murders of Lukasz 
Slaboszewski, 31, Kevin Lee, 48, and 
John Chapman, 56, plus two 
attempted murders. 

And the detective on her case 
calls her “the most dangerous 
woman in the prison system”. 1; k 

But now, an astonishing docu- 
mentary reveals how Dennehy 
“continues to draw men 
in” as she manipu¬ 
lates them from her 




cell. Viewers will hear the full horror of 
her spree in tonight’s ITV show - but 
also how one fan claims to have 
proposed to her via letter in 2014 and 
she is still writing to other men. 

Susanna Reid, who presents Joanna 
Dennehy: Serial Killer, said: “I have seen 
letters she has written to men outside 
prison, winning them over with intimate 
details of her life and teasing clues about 
her crimes. It seems Joanna Dennehy 
may never stop manipulating men.” 

Incredibly, Michael Proctor, Dennehy s 
trial barrister, also admits he was 
charmed. He says: “I think she did 
have a magnetic pull and I suppose 
I can see why men might feel 
Ij drawn to her. 

■ ! “Most of the time people 
“ K charged with murder are nervous 
about the situation. She wasn’t 
like that. She was co-operative, 
she had a sense of humour. 
Charismatic.” 

Dennehy went on 
her 10-day killing spree 
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watch because it’s not even as if she’s 
just being cold, she’s standing there 
playing with her hair, flirting with the 
officers. She’s trying to get them on 
her side. You can almost see they’re 
reluctantly drawn in as well. 

“It’s appalling behaviour but a sign 
of the psychopath that she is.” 

Susanna met former friends of 
Dennehy in Hertfordshire. She also 
spoke to her former partner, now a 
single parent to their two children. 

Vicki Greenwood, her best friend at 
school, tells how Dennehy s behaviour 
changed in her teens and they were 
smoking and drinking from 14. She 
says: “She’d get 
geeky boys to do 
things for her, 
like doing her 
homework. 

“If they didn’t 
she was very 
open with giving 
someone a slap. 

She was very 


manipulative.” Another girl, named 
only as Marika, says Dennehy told her 
she would be “better off dead” and 
offered to help her do the deed. 

Marika says: “There were times 
when the bullying was bad. I could’ve 
taken my life. She’d be like, ‘You’re 
better off dead’, or, ‘I can help if you 
want, you should just kill yourself’.” 

Dennehy ran away from home at 15 
to be with boyfriend John Treanor, 
who was 21. He said she became a 
drug-loving tearaway and having her 
first child at 17 did not slow her down. 

They split up for a year and having

in 2013 and police launched a nation¬ 
wide hunt after the bodies were found 
in ditches in Cambridgeshire.

It was 
then that she started plotting to kill 
him and her flatmates, before driving 
off to try to kill more men at random. 

After working on the documentary, 
Susanna considers the killer, now 36, 
to be a truly “toxic mix”. 

She says: “Drugs, violence, extreme 
sexual behaviour, murder, attempted 
murder. She’s just a thoroughly 100% 
nasty piece of work, isn’t she? 

“She used men, she manipulated 
them, she threatened them, but she 
has also got this kicker, which is that 
she’s charismatic, she’s magnetic, she’s 
compelling. That is an absolutely toxic 
mix in this psychopathic woman.” 

Senior detective Martin Brunning, 
who led the case, concludes: “She is 
the most dangerous woman I’ve ever 
met and the most dangerous woman 
in the British prison system.”

Corbyn slates

JEREMY Corbyn says the 
Tories are in “denial” on 
violent crime after the at¬ 
tempted murder rate dou¬ 
bled compared to the year 
they gained power in 2010.

But Prof Dominic Wilkinson, of 
Oxford University, said: “It does not 
mean there are prospects of bringing 
people back from

CAPTIVE bears are forced to dance 
and do tricks in disturbing footage 
that has emerged from a cruel 
North Korean circus. 

Tourist Mark Woodman said he was 
so shocked that he made a film of the 
performance on a five-day trip around 
the secretive, communist country. 

Costumed bears were made to leap¬ 
frog their trainers, dance and skip with 
a rope - tricks animal experts say they 
are trained to do using “violence, threats, 
and withdrawal of food”. 

The spectacle was so disciplined that 
some audience members thought the 
bears were people in costumes. 

But nobody dared complain or leave 
for fear of causing offence in a country 


said: “Forced to perform in circus shows, 
these poor animals endure a lifetime of 
suffering and deprivation. 

“Denied the normal social and mental 
stimulation they would enjoy with their 
families in the wild, the compliance of 
these intelligent animals is achieved 
through violence, threats, and with¬ 
drawal of food, water and affection. 

“The public can help end their 
suffering by avoiding animal shows and 
letting attractions know why they are 
taking their custom elsewhere.” 

In 2012, baboons dressed in jumpsuits 
were filmed in Pyongyang as they roller- 
bladed down a slide, throwing balls into 
basketball nets. The footage was also 
condemned by animal welfare groups.

A SOLDIER accused of 
glassing her Army pal in the 
throat in a nightclub fight has 
said it was "an accident".

statement, Cole said: “It was an 
accident. Sarah and I were very 
drunk because we had been 
drinking since 11 on Monday 
morning but I didn’t want to cut 
her throat.

We went to an event 
with a free bar and had shots, 
vodka, gin and other drinks.” 

Although Sarah does not want 
to press charges, Cole could still 
be prosecuted if the authorities 
decide to go ahead. She was freed 
after being told she must be 
available for the judge. 

Glasgow-born Sarah spent 24 
hours in intensive care before 
being moved to a general ward.

A SUBMARINE'S light reveals 
a new species in an eerily beau¬ 
tiful scene that left a marine 
scientist "speechless" during a 
record sea descent for a Brit. 

Dr Alan Jamieson, 41, plunged 
23,596ft to the deepest point of the 
Indian Oceans Java Trench, taking 
two and a half hours to get there. 

During an eight-hour mission, he 
captured footage of the jelly-like 
stalked ascidean, or sea squirt, 
which lives attached to the seabed. 

Other previously unseen species 
imaged included hadal snailfish. Dr 


Jamieson, a senior lecturer in 
marine ecology at Newcastle 
University, said: “It is not often we 
see something so extraordinary it 
leaves us speechless. 

“You are five miles down and it is 
absolutely stunning.” 

He was in the two-man sub with 
Patrick Lahey - president of its 
maker, Triton - and the mission 
was part of the Five Deeps project, 
in which the university is a partner.

Morrisons 
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Priory Group is fined £300k 
after teen girl killed herself

THE Priory healthcare group was fined 
£300,000 yesterday after a teenager 
hanged herself at one of its hospitals.

Amy’s mum Tania said 
later that the Priory had put 
“profit over safety” and called 
it “morally bankrupt”.

The pair traded as Leeds-based Excel Servicing Ltd 
and pressurised victims into buying new industrial 
cleaners for up to £2,000, even though they were 
often too heavy for the elderly customers to use.

Crypto con is gone 
along with all cash 

Investors lose the lot and say Action Fraud has been no help 


IT'S no exaggeration to describe 
the cryptocurrency investment 
operation USI Tech as a scam of 
global proportions. 

I’ve heard from people as far afield 
as Australia, the United States, 
South Africa, Japan and Malaysia 
who have lost every penny they put 
into it. 

And some of them seem almost as 
furious with the police for what they 
see as a lack of action as they are 
with the scammers themselves. 

USI Tech claimed to be a platform 
that could allow users to automati¬ 
cally trade Bitcoin, and boasted of 
140% returns in 140 days. 
COMMISSION 

“USI Tech has opened up the 
world of crypto finance and the 
excellent profits that come with it 
like no other company has before,” 
its website claimed. 

It also offered 35% commission if 
you brought others on board and in 
my story published in February 
last year, I told how the Mirror met 
two promoters who were drumming 
up new members at a recruitment 
session at a Merseyside hotel. 

“I earn as much as footballers,” 
boasted Sharon James, while Tracey 
Peake claimed: “I earn while I sleep.” 

My piece pointed out that USI 
Tech was an unregulated investment 
in the UK, and in the United States 
regulators had issued a cease and 
desist notice and called it a “secretive 
Dubai-based firm”. 

Sharon James insisted, “USI Tech 
are operating a legit business” and 
demanded an apology for my article, 
promising: “Failure to do so will 
result in me formally instructing 
solicitors for defamation of my 
character.” I haven’t apologised, or 
heard from her solicitors. 

USI Tech’s website has now disap¬ 
peared, along with investors’ money. 

A victim from Romford, Essex, 
described Action Fraud as “not fit for 
purpose” after it didn’t forward his 



case to officers for investi¬ 
gation. The poor chap, who 
invested £2,650, has 
compiled a group of 60 
other UK victims. 

“When a member of the 
public reports a crime such 
as this to the police 
and provides perfectly 
adequate information, 
including names and contact details 
and has photographs of the culprits 
available, then the crime should be 
thoroughly investigated,” he said. 

A victim from Melton Mowbray, 
Leics, who lost £3,300, was told that 
Action Fraud had passed on his 
complaint to the National Fraud 
Intelligence Bureau, run by the City 
of London Police, but they were not 
taking it further. “It is suggested you 


contact the Dubai police 
authorities to see if they 
are able to offer further 
assistance,” it unhelpfully 
told him. 

He hit back: “This is a 
massive scam that 
needs looking into from 
the UK promoters 
all the way up to the 
owners who vanished.” 

A victim from Ayr, Scotland, was 
so convinced by USI Tech that he 
invested £40,000 and encouraged 
relatives to join. “It is sickening to 
think that these owners and their 
main affiliates can just walk away 
and nothing can be done,” he said. 

It’s no wonder, one victim pointed 
out, that 91% of the reviews on 
Trustpilot give Action Fraud the 


lowest score of one out of five. A 
spokesman for Action Fraud said 
that it receives around 25,000 online 
reports and 40,000 telephone calls 
each month. 

“While not all reports can be 
passed on for investigation, some 
may be passed on for intelligence 
purposes, which can help build a 
picture of how and where fraud and 
cyber crime is happening,” he added. 

In the case of USI Tech, the 
spokesman said: “The international 
nature of fraud poses difficulties in 
tracing payments and suspects.” 

For all I know, Tracey Peake and 
Sharon James really did think this 
was a great scheme and were duped 
into recruiting others, but they have 
not responded to me to give their 
version of events.

The Royal British Legion is taking legal 
action against a website selling lookalike 
poppy products. 

The site, BritishLegacy.co.uk, charges 
£9.99 for enamel poppy brooches and £13.99 
for T-shirts - but does not say whether any 
money raised helps Armed Forces charities. 

"We have taken steps to reguest that 
these goods be removed from sale," says 
The Royal British Legion, urging the public to 
use official sites only. 

"The Royal British Legion and 
Poppyscotland offer a number of poppy 
products and accessories which raise much- 
needed funds for our charitable work. 

"By buying poppy-branded merchandise 
through our official channels or corporate 
partners, the public can rest assured that 
their money will go towards supporting our 
Armed Forces community." 

BritishLegacy.co.uk was registered last 
October but there are no publicly available 
details of the owners. 

The website does not give an address, 
phone number or company name nor a 
registration number, and it has not replied to 
my emails. 

OFFERING TRIPS 
THEY DON'T HAVE

Her family said: “She has 
a drink every night and for 
her 98th birthday she was 
drunk. She is a trouper.” 



HAUL Bottle bounty in wreck 

Corker of a 
find in 1918 
shipwreck

BOTTLES of vintage wine 
and champagne have been 
found in a 100-year-old 
shipwreck off the UK coast. 

The hundreds of bottles 
of rare fizz, brandy and 
vino were on a boat bound 
for England from France 
when it was sunk by a 
German U-boat in 1918. 

The wreck has now been 
found off the Cornish coast 
by Cookson Adventures, 
maritime experts 10994 
and diver Nigel Hodge, 
from Cornish Fishing. 

The group plan to use 
specialist subs to survey 
the wreck before trying to 
bring the haul to the 
surface - and tasting it. 

Adam Sebba, of Cookson 
Adventures, said: “The 
rarity of such a cargo is 
unprecedented and were 
waiting with bated breath 
to dive and see if we can 
recover the wine.” 
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AS the heavy shelling continued 
after capsizing a British Second 
World War assault craft, the dog 
instinctively knew his handler 
- who could not swim - was in 
danger of drowning. 

With no hesitation, Rifleman 
Khan the Alsatian took L Cpl James 
Muldoon’s collar in his teeth and 
dragged him ashore in Holland. 

Two years earlier, in 1942, carrier 
pigeon Winkie saved an RAF bomber 
crew downed in the North Sea by 
flying 120 miles to raise the alarm. 

Both exploits are among tales in 
a new book about 71 heroes given 
the Dickin Medal, animal equivalent 
of the Victoria Cross. They comprise 
34 dogs, 32 pigeons, four horses and 
a warship’s rat-catching cat. 

The award, launched in 1943 and 
named after Peoples Dispensary for 
Sick Animals founder Maria Dickin, 
honours creatures for “outstanding 
loyalty and courage”. The book’s 
author Philip Hawthorne said:

roles. A dog called Rip 
won the medal, left, for 
detecting buried Blitz 
SftzS&Zjr victims. Another, Treo, 
saved lives in the Afghan 
conflict by finding bombs. 
After the Second World War, 
Rifleman Khan’s owners wanted 
him back and rejected all of Mr 
Muldoon’s pleas to keep him. 

Then in 1947 he was competing 
at a London tournament and the 
family who owned him invited the 
Scottish veteran, of Strathaven, to 
lead the dog round the parade ring. 

At the comrades’ reunion, the 
head of the family was so moved that 
he told the old soldier: “He’s yours.”

Under-5s' screen time affects behaviour

YOUNG children with over 
two hours' screen time per 
day are five times more 
likely to have behaviour 
problems, research claims. 

One in seven pre-school 
kids have high daily use of TV, 
gaming and mobile devices. 

They are also seven times 
more likely to display atten¬ 
tion-deficit or hyperactivity 
disorders than those limited 


to less than half an hour a 
day, according to the study of 
3,500 mums and kids. 

Average screen time was 
found to be 1.5 hours a day at 
three years of age. 

Lead author Piush 
Mandhane of the 
University of 
Alberta in Canada 
said: “Children 
with more than two 
hours of screen time 
per day had signifi 


cantly more behaviour prob¬ 
lems at five years of age.” 
Those who play more sport 
have fewer issues, he added. 
Prof Andrew Przybylski of 
Oxford University said 
kids predisposed to 
behaviour issues 
might also be 
predisposed to 
more screen time.

WIFE OF SOLDIER

T he first time Claire Blackman 
watched the video of her 
husband shooting dead a Taliban 
insurgent, they were in court - 
and he, soon, would be a convicted 
murderer jailed for life. 

But while the nation argued about 
whether Sgt Alexander Blackman was a 
national disgrace, or national hero, she 
never wavered in her backing for the 
man she knew as “big softie Al”. 

And her unshakeable support, Al says, 
saved his life when he was in prison. 

The video’s grainy footage shows him 
in the middle of scrubland in Helmand 
Province, Afghanistan, shooting a horrif¬ 
ically injured Taliban insurgent in the 
chest at point-blank range with a pistol. 

“Shuffle off this mortal coil, you c***,” 
he was heard muttering. 

It was without doubt disturbing 
viewing and the key piece of evidence 
which resulted in him being found guilty. 

And with that, Al, known in the judi¬ 
cial process as Marine A, became the 
first British serviceman or woman to be 
convicted of murder on the battlefield. 

Al s legal team at the military trial in 
2013 had suggested Claire did not watch 
the footage. Al, now 44, was himself 
anxious about her reaction 
He admits: “I was nervous, it’s not my 
finest hour - there was a worry she 
would see me in a different way’’ 

But Claire, 47, did not question why 
he had done it, or waver for a nano¬ 
second in her love and respect for him. 

She insists: “I never had to ask why - 
rightly or wrongly, I honestly didn’t. 

“While it was not pleasant viewing, I 
didn’t feel it was my place to judge.” 

She stood by him as the public 
debate raged. After more than three 
years in prison, and an appeal 
funded by public support, his 
murder charge was reduced to 
manslaughter. His 10-year 
minimum term was cut to 
seven years and he was freed 
in April 2017. 

N ew evidence had shown 

he had been suffering adjust¬ 
ment disorder, a form of 
combat stress. He had been 
given no mental health assessment 
before his trial. 

Al, who has written a book _ 
Marine A: My Toughest Battle M 
about his experience, says: “I was 
on suicide watch for a couple of 
months when I first went to 
prison. I was depressed. It’s easy to 
see how prison can be a dark place, 
lots of time alone to dwell on things.” 

On top of his conviction, he was also 
dishonourably discharged. 

In military prison in Colchester, he 
slept under strip lights, and was 
observed through a one-way mirror. He 
was told to keep his arms on top of the 
covers and woken by intercom if he did 
not to “make sure that I was still alive”. 

In a civilian cell, he continued to be 
checked, a service light turned on every 
“15 minutes, half hour, hour”. 

He says: “If I hadn’t had Claire... 
Knowing I had Claire really did save me.” 

As we walk their two-year-old 
labrador, Dave, near their cottage in 
Taunton, Somerset - getting Dave was 
one of the first things they did after Al’s 
release - Claire remembers how it felt 
knowing her husband was a suicide risk 
She says: “Tears are a great release,

It was not until 
the following year that the video came 
to light and he was arrested one 
Saturday at their home. 

When he first saw the video, he could 
not recognise himself. He says: “I still 
struggle with why I did what I did on 
that day, I still can’t come up with a 
reason. It still doesn’t feel like me.” 

But, he still does not believe he 
deserved his conviction. He says: “This 


guy had 130 plus rounds of 30-mil explo¬ 
sive ammunition fired at him, he was in 
a terrible state. I believed at the time he 
was dead - I’m willing to admit I was 
probably wrong. 

“But in my opinion he was never going 
to survive that day. It’s not something 
I’m proud of. But hindsight is brilliant. 

“If you were to leap me back into that 
moment, with no knowledge of the 
future, the outcome would undoubtedly 
be the same.” Around half of his unit 
have since suffered some form of combat 
stress disorder. 

Claire says: “He was sent out to an 
incredibly difficult environment to do an 
incredibly difficult job.” 

A1 and Claire received huge public 
support. Claire says: “We have five huge 


plastic storage 
boxes full of I 
letters and cards.” 

But she says: ‘Almost the day he came 
home it felt as if it hadn’t happened, it 
went back to being us.” They briefly 
considered taking further action, but 
decided against it. 

A1 says: “We have let go of it, there’s no 
anger, it doesn’t keep you 
warm at night, it doesn’t 
make you a better person, it 
just consumes you.” 

Instead, they are intent 
only on pursuing happiness 
and peace. 

Next October, A1 will be off 
licence and able to travel 
abroad. That milestone will 


fall on the 28th, which is also the 
birthday of the Royal Marines. He 
will celebrate both. He is still 
involved with the military, working for 
ExFor+, a charity which helps resettle 
veterans into civilian life. 

Neither he nor Claire enjoy fuss, and 
won’t do more than raise a glass to mark 
Al’s two years of freedom. Nor will they 
renew their marriage vows when 
they celebrate 10 years in December. 

Claire says: “We felt first time 
round it was for ever - we’ve kind of 
proved that.”

Yoga with a touch 
of animal magic 


ELIZABETH ARCHER goes wild 
for the newest wellness trend 
"lemoga" - yes, you read right, 
that's yoga with lemurs. 

f f As I stand in tree position, 
■ with one foot planted on the 
™™ground and the other 
pressed against my knee, I’m concen¬ 
trating hard on staying upright as I 
stretch my arms in the air. 

But just as I’m congratulating 
myself for not falling over, something 
small and furry leaps on to my 
shoulder. Within seconds, I lose my 
balance and crash into the yoga 
teacher in front of me. 

The creature - a lemur no less - 
looks at me reproachfully before 
bounding off to find someone less 
clumsy to play with. 

“Resume your position and 
breathe,” says the teacher, as I pick 
myself up off the ground. 

Lemurs and yoga may seem an 
unusual combination, but “lemoga” 
is the most recent addition to the 
growing trend for wildlife wellness. 

First there was doga - you guessed 
it, yoga classes you take with your 
dog. Then there was goat yoga, 
which hit the headlines when actress 
Kate Beckinsale shared a picture of 
herself doing downward dog pose 
with a pygmy goat on her back. 

But lemoga is certainly the most 
exotic offering yet, and it’s available 
exclusively at Armathwaite Hall, a 
luxury spa hotel in the Lake District. 

Never one to pass up an 
opportunity to meet cute and cuddly 
creatures, I couldn’t wait to try it out. 

Armathwaite Hall is surrounded 
by acres of lush green countryside 
and, alongside a fair few sheep, it is 
home to a wildlife park with more 
than 100 species of mammals, 
reptiles and birds. And this includes 
20 adorable lemurs, who live in a 
grassy enclosure where the yoga 
classes are held. 

Lemurs are about the size of a

small cat. They have bright orange 
eyes, a mushroom-coloured body 
and a long fluffy black and white 
striped tail which sticks 
straight up in the air as 
they walk on all fours. 

I’d expected the 
primates to be reluctant 
to get involved in our 
yoga session, but I 
couldn’t have been more 


wrong. 

“They love interacting 
with people,” zookeeper 
Hannah Loughnane 
explained. 

As we rolled out our 
foam mats, the lemurs bounded 
over. Two started swinging from 
Hannah’s arms while a third sat on 
her shoulder like a parrot. 

We sprinkled food, which looked 
like cornflakes, on the ground near 
our mats, and the lemurs padded 
over to investigate. 

As I knelt on my mat, I closed my 
eyes and focused on the feeling of air 
flowing in and out of my lungs. 

Just as I was beginning to relax, I 
felt fur brush against my leg. When 
I opened my eyes, three lemurs were

gathered at my feet gazing at 
me curiously. 

Trying not to disturb them, I 
gently stood up and stretched back 
in a sun salutation. 

“Feel your feet planted firmly on 
the ground and try and connect with 
the earth,” said the teacher. 

As we glided through the yoga 
moves, lemurs scampered around 
us, unfazed by the humans doing 
bizarre stretches in their play area. 

“That’s good, now push your feet 
forward,” the instructor said. 

As I did so, I felt a suspicious 
squelching and realised my socked 
heel had slid into a pile of lemur poo. 

My inner Zen temporarily ruffled, 
I slipped off my socks and chucked 
them to one side, vowing to stay on 
the mat for the rest of the session. 

As I moved through the poses, I 
felt the patter of tiny lemur paws as 
they clambered over me in 
search of another 
mouthful of food. 

At one point, when I 
was lying down to get into 
cobra pose, one of the 
lemurs came to look at me 
and was so close his nose 
almost touched mine. 

As the yoga session 
came to a close and I lay 
on the mat in shavasana, 
or “corpse pose”, I felt 
completely relaxed. 

Admittedly, the session wasn’t as 
meditative as my usual yoga classes, 
but it was more fun thanks to my 
new furry friends. 

As I reluctantly said goodbye to 
the tiny monkeys, I couldn’t help but 
wonder how many would fit in my 
suitcase.

This week campaigner and food 
writer Heather Mills talks to us 
about meat and dairy farming. 

I've just returned from 
Brussels in the midst of 
the Brexit madness and 
listened to Europe 
discuss the risk of our 
supermarket shelves 
being half empty due to problems with 
our imports. Although I doubt this will 
actually happen, having worked in many 
war zones I like to be prepared. 

I was invited by the Forum for the 
Future of Agriculture to present 
solutions to climate change and ways 
in which farmers can actually 
^ manufacture healthy products 
for the consumer and make a 
profit instead of having to rely 
on subsidies. 

People are waking up to the benefits 
of consuming more plant-based 
products, not only for their health but 
for animals, the planet and the positive 
effect on climate change. 

The solution to help the meat farmers 
would be to encourage them to grow 
potatoes, oats, peas and other plants. 

We at Vbites Foods and numerous other 
plant-based manufacturers can use 
these food 
products to 
convert into 
proteins as meat, 
fish and dairy 
alternatives. 

If we can make 
Britain more self- 
sufficient and stop 
shipping 
unnecessary 
goods that we 
can grow 
perfectly well 
here this will minimise our 
dependency on foreign imports and 
maximise income for British farmers. 
What is really important is a 
discussion about setting margins on 
profit as at the moment the farmers are 
sgueezed by the manufacturers who in 
turn are sgueezed by the supermarkets. 

The latter make the largest margins, 
and what would be fair is if there were 
equal margins throughout the supply 
chain - a win-win situation for everyone. 

After my speech I had many farmers 
say they don't agree necessarily with 
going vegan, though many said their 
children were. However, they were open 
to more discussions about a plant-based 
future in which we grow them to eat 
rather than feeding plants to cows. 

And so much so that I have been 
invited to be the lead speaker for a UK 
Farming Association meeting in 
December at Whitehall. How ironic!

After murdering 
two dog walkers, Dennehy kept one 
of their animals to be her new pet, 
and then she and accomplice Gary 
Stretch drove to a supermarket. 

Detectives show Susanna the 
custody suite CCTV footage of 
Dennehy at Hereford police 
station, and criminal 
psychologists analyse 
her behaviour. 

It all makes for rather 
chilling and fascinating 
viewing.

DUCATI'S BITE WILL 


SCARE THE BEARS 


BY GEOFF HILL 



I have tragic news for KTM: your reputation as the 
world's leading manufacturer of bikes for hooligans is 
dead. For I've just ridden the Ducati Hypermotard 950, 
and I got off it ready to wrestle bears with my teeth. 

Not that you get many bears in Northern Ireland at 
the minute. They're all staying away because of Brexit. 

Anyway, where was I? Ah yes, the Hypermotard. 
Never has a machine been more aptly named, for 
everything about it is instantaneous, twitchy and 
aggressive. Climb aboard and you're perched high on a 
narrow seat looking down at a splayed tank, feeling as 
if you're in charge of a giant insect. 

Start up and the engine leaps into life with an angry 
bark. Click into first and the clutch bites as instantly as 
the one on my first car, a 
Triumph Spitfire, in 
which the clutch was 
like an on-off switch. 

Twist the happy grip 
and the bike surges 
forward like a 
greyhound who's just 
spotted a rabbit. The 
fuelling's a bit snatchy 
at low revs, but then a 
bike which hits max 
power at 9,000rpm won't 
see much time at the bottom 
of thetacho. 

Brake and the Brembos 
and big twin discs at the 
front haul you in so 
aggressively that fora 
moment you fear you're 
going to be flung over the 
handlebars and end up 
embedded in the Nissan 
Micra driven by the old bat in 
front of you. 

For the first few miles, the 
combination of zero wind 
protection and a tall bike 
weighing only 200kg had me 
blown around so much that I 
actually stopped to check if 
the tyres were soft. You 
know, by kicking them. 

Not that I needed to worry about losing control, 
since a clever Bosch gizmo looks after traction control, 
wheelies and even cornering ABS, as well as giving you 
three rider modes: Sport, Touring and Urban, the last 
of which reduces the power to 74bhp. 

I'd just come off the smooth and stable Ducati 
Scrambler 1100 and found the handling on the 
Hypermotard not quite as precise at first, but the 
reason was that while the Scrambler needed a whisper 
of weight shift for carving through bends, the Hyper 
needed a shout. 

It also suits being ridden supermoto style, with the 
rider upright and the bike leaned into the corner rather 
than the usual other way around. 

Problem solved.

I had it all figured out for this 
new Porsche 911. Too wide, too 
weighty and fussy, with 
complicated controls and more 
power than necessary. Buy the old 
one I was going to say. 

Several of those things are true 
because the latest iteration of 
Porsche’s 56-year-old legend is a 
bit wider than it used to be and 
faster than it needs to be but, after 
having driven the car for five 
minutes, I’ve fallen for it. 

Our test Carrera S is painted in 


Guards Red, the classic Porsche 
colour that every stockbroker 
and advertising executive chose 
for his or her 911 or 944 in the 
1980s. With gold wheels. 

It’s a combination that, in my 
opinion, makes this new car the 
best-looking 911 since the 
classic 1960s models. There are 
lovely details all over the car, 
from the rear lights to the 
cooling vents, but the best is the 
view from the driver’s seat when 
you look in the door mirror. The 
rear wing is such a sexy shape. 

Inside, there’s no starter button,

The Carrera S is 
capable of hitting its 
190mph maximum speed in sixth 
gear with another two left. 

Why eight gears? For economy 
and emissions. 

It takes a lot of willpower to not 
break the speed limit all the time 
in this Porsche. It is so quick and 


feels so surefooted. Our car’s basic 
price is £93,110 but being a test 
car for the Press it is loaded with 
options that would bring the price 
up to £109,187. 

I could happily do without most 
of them, including the £1,650 
Night Vision Assist - because if I 
thought there was something 
wrong with my peepers I wouldn’t 
want to be driving a car that does 
0-62mph in 3.5sec. 

Our car doesn’t have the 
optional rear-wheel steering but 
it does have Porsche Active 
Suspension Management (which 
is standard) with the optional 


10mm lower suspension setting. 
The ride is jittery at low speed but 
smooths out once you’re above 
20mph - unless you’ve selected 
the sportiest mode of the adaptive 
suspension, in which case it’s 
uncomfortable all the time. 

You’d use that on a race track 
which is where you’ll need to be to 
fully enjoy this Porsche. 

If you have money and self 
control, this new Porsche is what 
the 911 has always been - and 
that’s a usable everyday sports car. 
Virtually every motoring hack I 
know has owned a 911 at some 
stage... and that includes me.

Audi is adding an interesting new powertrain to its S6 
and S7 luxury saloons. At the heart is a 3.0-litre V6 
diesel engine which features an electrically assisted 
turbocharger that virtually eliminates lag. 

The cars also feature a 48-volt electrical system 
and a starter/generator combined with a lOkW lithium 
battery that's stashed under the boot floor. The mild 
hybrid technology allows the car to coast for up to 
40 seconds without engine power. 

Top speed of all the S6 and S7 models is a limited 
155mph and the two saloons do 0-62mph in five 
seconds with fuel economy around 35mpg. 

People are going to really miss the performance of 
diesels if they're outlawed.

MERC'S EURO BOOST 

Mercedes-Benz

1,600 JOBS GO 
IN COST CUTS 

DIY chain Homebase has slashed 
nearly 1,600 jobs as part of a 
ElOOmillion cost-cutting drive. 

An overhaul has seen 47 stores 
close down and rents reduced on 
another 70. 

Restructuring firm Hilco Capital, 
which bought Homebase for just £1 
last May from Australian giant 
Wesfarmers, said the changes helped 
improve its finances. 

Homebase's losses have reduced 
sharply, from £172m in the second 
half of 2017 to £33m for the same 
period last year. 

Sales dropped 3.5% to £497m. 

However, this came at the expense 
of staff, with 1,293 jobs being lost 
through store closures and 303 going 
at head office. 

Homebase also shut two of its six 
distribution centres. 

Damian McGloughlin, Homebase 
chief executive, said: "The benefits of 
the changes we have made are 
starting to come through." 

Homebase was bought by 
Wesfarmers for £340m in 2016. 

It turned into one of the most 
disastrous takeovers in recent 
times after plans to convert the 
stores to its Bunnings brand proved 
a costly flop.

■ Packaging firm DS Smith has 
agreed to sell two of its businesses in 
a £54million deal. The FTSE100 box 
maker said the sales would fulfil its 
commitment to the European 
Commission in relation to its takeover 
of rival Europac. 

■ Airline Jet2's owner Dart Group 
said profits for last year would be 
better than expected, but warned 
Brexit could dent this year's 
performance. 

■ Car dealership giant Pendragon 
has kicked off a potential overhaul of 
the business as it revealed a 
£2.8million loss for the first three 
months of this year. Shares in the 
owner of the Evans Halshaw and 
Stratstone chains tumbled 9.7% after 
it said profit margins on new cars, 
used cars and servicing all fell. 


BUNZL SHARES LOSE A BUNDLE 


A whopping £800million was wiped off 
the value of business supply giant 
Bunzl yesterday after it revealed a 
sharp slowdown in sales. 

The UK-based group sells everything 
from cleaning products and workwear 
to disposable cutlery to other firms 
around the world. Its share price 


tanked nearly 10% yesterday after a 
trading update showed sales had risen 
2.5% since the start of 2019, down 
from 14% a year ago. Bunzl's bosses 
blamed challenging conditions around 
the world, including in the US. 

Barclays' analyst Paul Checketts 
said: "It is a highly rare event to see a 


disappointing Bunzl trading update." 

The firm's roots date back to 1854 
and a haberdashery business in 
Bratislava, now the capital of Slovakia. 

It listed on the London Stock 
Exchange in 1957 and has bought 150 
other businesses since 2004, the latest 
being a Dutch packaging supplier.

LEARNING THE 
MAGIC WORDS 

When writing your CV 
and applying for jobs 
online, it's important 
to understand the 
difference between 
buzzwords and 
keywords. Here, Fish4jobs 
explains what you need to know. 
Buzzwords 

These are qualities that are 
difficult to measure, such as 
'creative', 'motivated', 'people 
person' and 'team player'. When a 
recruiter has 50 CVs with 
'motivated' and 'creative team 
player', no one stands out. 
Keywords 

These are words and phrases for 
specialist skills, qualifications or 
real accomplishments. Marketing 
assistants may use terms such as 
'SEO', 'events planning' and 
'improving conversion rates' 
while sales chiefs could mention 
'ability to overcome objections' 
and 'monthly revenue generated'. 
Using keywords instead of 
buzzwords can be crucial 

■ If a job calls for 'advanced 
Microsoft Excel skills', they will 
search CV databases for that 
keywords phrase. 

■ Keywords matching those in 
the job description indicate you 
could be the right person. 

■ Computer software is often 
used to sort, scan and rank CVs 
before they are read. 

Using keywords and buzzwords 
effectively 

Check the skills, qualifications 
and experience required in the 
job ad for the keywords bosses 
are looking for - and demonstrate 
you have them. But don't just 
pack them into your CV 
unnaturally - and never fabricate 
to get an extra keyword in. 

Only use buzzwords if they add 
value. Buzzwords with no 
examples to give them meaning 
are a waste of precious CV space.

Car mad Adam is 
on the right track 

LIVING next door to Brands Hatch 
racing circuit, Adam Blaze, 21, grew 
up obsessed with motorsports and 
knew he had to find work of some 
sort to feed his mechanical passion. 
So when Adam, from West 
Kingsdown, Kent, landed an 
apprenticeship with Halfords, he 
knew he was right on track. 

Has it been all you 
thought it could be? 

Completely. I was 17 when I joined and 
all my messing around with cars with 
my dad all made sense. I chose Halfords 
because their training seemed so much 
better than a lot of the other places I 
had looked at. What I hadn’t realised 
was that as part of the apprenticeship 
I would get to work with the British 
Touring Car Championship (BTCC). 

It was a dream come true. I thought 
work like that was unachievable and 
that the only way in was knowing the 
right people. I worked there all last 
season and I’m worldng with them right 
now. I still can’t quite believe it. 

What has been the 
highlight? 

Last year I was number three mechanic 
with Team Dynamics at the BTCC for 
racing driver Matt Neal. We’d fix the car 
between races, prep it for different track 
conditions, and fix any damage. It was 
so exciting. 

When you’re not in the 
pit what do you do? 

Everything you would expect of a car 
mechanic. The best thing is the variety 
of cars we get to work on. One day I can 



be doing something on a Range 
Rover, the next fixing a Porsche 
or an Audi. Every day is 
different. I am hybrid-qualified, 
meaning I can work on any 
hybrid electric vehicles. I am 
also planning to learn how to fix fully- 
electric cars. 

What made you so 
certain about the type 
of career you wanted? 

My dad was an electrical engineer, he 
learned how to fix cars from his father, 
and he was a practical person. I was 
brought up that way too. 

I always wanted to know how things 
work, and how to fix things. Dad used 
to get annoyed with me when I’d take 
my motorbike apart and then put it 


back together for no reason. 
It wasn’t broken, I just 
wanted to know how and 
why it works the way it 
does. 

What difference has 
the apprenticeship 
made to your life? 

Doing an apprenticeship is the best 
experience you can get. It’s much better 
than going to college. 

I studied at a local community 
college for three months before starting 
my apprenticeship. I realised straight 
away full-time college wasn’t for me. I 
needed hands-on experience. 

It has also made me grow up a lot 
quicker. I was thrown into the real 
world of work and had to become more 


mature. With the right colleagues in our 
workshop and the support, I found that 
pretty easy. When I first started my 
apprenticeship I didn’t find it easy, but 
I stuck with it - and it’s been onwards 
and upwards ever since. 

Many people drop out of college in 
their first year as they want money, but 
with an apprenticeship you get a real 
qualification that will last. My financial 
situation has also improved. I’ve got my 
own car, and I can go on holidays. In my 
second year as an apprentice I could 
afford to go to Greece. 

I won the Halfords Apprentice of the 
Year 2018 award which made all the 
hard work worth it.

DAVID FIFITA says team¬ 
mate Kyle Wood is the 
unsung hero behind the 
Wakefield prop's stunning 
form this season. 

The giant front rower - nick¬ 
named “Big Bopper” - leads the 
Steve Prescott Man of Steel 
voting after a brilliant start to 
the campaign for Trinity. 

Last week he played the full 
80 minutes in the win over 
Wigan and produced a 
remarkable touchline run and 
pass for Max Jowitt’s try, 
prompting him to tweet an “eat 
fries, assist tries” slogan. 

But Fifita also says 
unheralded hooker Wood has 
played a huge part in his 
performances this year ahead 
of tonight’s derby at Castleford 
Tigers. 

Fifita, handed a new three- 
year deal this week, said: “If 
anyone deserves the credit it’s 
Kyle Wood.

HISTORY-MAKER CAHILL HITS OUT AT UNCLE HENDRY

JAMES CAHILL took a pot 
shot at uncle and snooker 
legend Stephen Hendry after 
becoming the first amateur to 
reach the Crucible. 

The 23-year-old from 
Blackpool beat Irish former 
pro Michael Judge 10-6 at the 
English Institute of Sport to 
secure a Betfred World 
Championship debut. Hendry's 


ex-wife Mandy is the sister of 
Cahill's mother Maria - who 
owns and runs his club 
practice base in Preston. 

But Cahill, a pro from 
2013-17 and already having 
clinched a return next season, 
claimed he had made his way 
with little help from the seven¬ 
time world champion. 

Cahill said: "I haven't really 
consulted him much about the 


game. I have asked him to help 
me a couple of times. 

"But, to put it bluntly, he 
didn't seem interested. I owe 
everything in my career to my 
family, mum and dad - 
especially mum, who took me 
to Pontins and everywhere as 
a junior. 

"But snooker is about how 
much you want it. I always 
have, even after dropping off 


the tour. For lower-ranked 
players it is not easy, waiting 
for wins. 

"I have only ever been to 
the Crucible once when very 
young, after that I tried not to 
because I wanted to be back 
as a player."

AJ TARGETS ORTIZ 
AFTER MILLER'S 


FAILED DRUG TEST

EDDIE HEARN claims he wants Luis 
Ortiz to fight Anthony Joshua after 
Jarrell Miller failed a drugs test. 

Miller has shown traces of a banned 
substance and the NY State Athletic 
Commission have refused him a licence 
to face heavyweight king Joshua at 
Madison Sguare Garden on June 1. 

Hearn is scrambling around, trying to 
find an alternative opponent for 
Joshua's much-hyped US debut and 
likes Ortiz (right, top). 

Ortiz's only pro loss in 
32 fights was to WBC 
champ Deontay 
Wilder last year, 
but the Cuban has 
previously failed 
two drugs tests. 

"I love that fight," 
said Joshua's 
promoter Hearn. 

"That's an ideal 
scenario, that's a 
big fight. 

"I know his 
team, although my 
feeling from them 
was he won't be 
ready. But the 
argument is that's 
a tougher fight 
than Jarrell Miller." 

Hearn briefly 
promoted Ortiz, 40, 
three years ago, before 
the fighter opted to join his rival Al 
Haymon. The promoter is looking at 
other names and undefeated Pole 
Adam Kownacki (circle bottom) is 
attractive because he is New York- 
based, sells tickets and has a good CV. 

Kubrat Pulev (circle middle), who was 
due to face Joshua in October 2017 
before he pulled out injured, is another 
possibility. The WBA's regular champion 
Manuel Charr claimed on social media 


that Hearn has contacted him, but 
that would be a hard sell and he 
has been inactive since 
November 2017. 

Miller tested positive for 
substance GW1516, which 
increases power and 
endurance, in a test carried 
out by the Voluntary Anti- 
Doping Agency (VADA). 

Hearn broke the news 
to Joshua on Tuesday 
night and claims the 
unbeaten WBA Super, 

IBF and WBO champ 
told him he will fight 
anyone. 

"I just said, 

'Mate, I've got 
some terrible 
news, Miller's 
failed a drug 
test'," Hearn said. 

"AJ said, 

'You're joking'. 

He didn't even 
sound that 
surprised. He 
asked who was 
next? I asked him 
who he wanted 
and he said, 

Absolutely 
anyone, no 
problem, anyone'."

trained by Joe Goossen for his 
previous two fights - when 
Hunter was ill last year - and 
the American cornerman says 
concentration is his big problem.

TERENCE CRAWFORD 
is so tough not even a 
bullet can stop him. 

Crawford was shot in the 
head 11 years ago in his 
home city of Omaha in 
Americas Midwest as he sat 
in his car counting his win¬ 
nings from playing dice in 
the street. 

The bullet hit him on the 
right side of his head, just 
below the ear, and could 
easily have killed him 
had it not changed 
trajectory as it passed 
through the car’s back 
window. 

Crawford did not 
panic and drove 
himself to hospital, 
bleeding from his 
wound, calling his 
mum Deborah 
and trainer 
Brian McIntyre 
en route to tell 
them what 
happened. 

His injuries 
were not 
serious, he 
had stitches 
and was 
discharged. 

Incredibly, 
he was back in 
the ring two 
months later, 
recording the 
fifth win of his 
perfect 34-0 


professional career, which 
has brought him six world 
titles at three weights. 

Crawford, who was 20 at 
the time, has moved on 
from that September night 
in 2008 and shut down any 
reference to it at his media 
work-out in Manhattan 
ahead of Saturday’s fight 
with Amir Khan, saying: “I 
don’t want to talk about it.” 

The experience changed 
him and he rejected his 
tearaway lifestyle to 
dedicate himself to boxing. 

“I’m a man now, who has 
a lot of things going for him,” 
said Crawford, as consid¬ 
ered with his words as he is 
with his punches. “That’s it. 
I’m proud of where I am 
now and I’ve worked very 
hard to get here.” 

Crawford’s win over Ricky 
Burns in Glasgow in 2014 to 
claim the WBO lightweight 
title was the launchpad. 

He has reeled off 11 
successful world title wins 
since, sweeping all before 
him at lightweight, light- 
welterweight and now 
welterweight. 

He is still rising and wants 
IBF champ Errol Spence 
Junior after he faces Khan at 
Madison Square Garden as 
the next step in his goal to 
cleaning up at 1471b, just as 
he did at light-welterweight. 

It irks Crawford that 
some place his Top Rank 
stable-mate Vasyl Lom- 
achenko ahead of him in the 


pound-for-pound ratings. 
“My first goal was to become 
world champion, and I did 
that against Ricky Burns at 
135,” said the slick switch- 
hitter. “Once I conquered 
that, I set myself another 
goal and another goal. 

“Next I want to become 
the undisputed welter¬ 
weight champion of the 
world, then No.l pound-for- 
pound in the world. I think 
I should be No.l in those 
rankings, not No.2.” 

Crawford, 31, is proud to 
be an inspiration for young¬ 
sters and, while he has 
changed from the wild 
youngster who was shot, he 
has still remained humble. 

He is from the city that 
produced the 
Superfortresses Enola Gay 
and Bockscar, which 
dropped the atomic bombs 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
in 1945. 

“Of course, a lot of people 
back home are happy I’ve 
been successful in the sport 
of boxing,” said Crawford. 

“It’s motivated a lot of 
young, up-and-coming 
boxers as well and given 
them more opportunities to 
get to the mainstream level 
earlier in their careers. 

“You have to remember 
where you come from. At 
the end of the day, when all 
the fighting stops and when 
everybody stops shouting 
your name, you still have to 
be yourself, and I feel I am.”

JOFRA ARCHER has admitted 
to being overwhelmed at his 
selection for England but 
claims he is not out to 'step on 
any toes' ahead of the World 
Cup. 

Left out of the preliminary 15- 
man World Cup squad, the 
24-year-old Barbados-born fast 
bowler has been added to the 
England squads along with Chris 
Jordan to play against Ireland and 
Pakistan before the tournament. 

Despite holding a British 
passport, Archer only recently 
qualified on residency after the 
rules were relaxed from seven to 
three years and now has a month 
to show what he can do on the 
international stage after wowing 
in T20 leagues around the world. 

“It feels really overwhelming,” 
said Archer, who is team-mates 
with Ben Stokes and Jos Buttler at 
the Rajasthan Royals in the IPL. 
“It’s hard to put the feeling into 
words. 

“I didn’t expect to ever be good 
enough to play for England until 
the last couple of years after I 
started doing well in T20 
tournaments and it’s been a 
whirlwind period for me. 

“It’s been an exciting three 
months but I’m surprised by how 
fast everything has happened. I 
was prepared to wait but 
thankfully the chance has come 
sooner. 

“I was fully prepared in my mind 
that it was going to be a seven- 
year job. When I found out I was 
qualified more quickly it was 
obviously a bit of a shock but also 
exciting.” 

Archer’s swift elevation to 
England just weeks after 
becoming available is a reflection 
of his skills and his out-and-out 
pace that puts the best batsmen 
in the world on edge. 

There is no guarantee he will 
make the final World Cup squad 
that is named on May 22. 

But the fact that some of the 
bowlers in the England squad 
have voiced concerns at a possible 
late switch shows how serious his 
chances are. 

Archer could end up replacing 
one of them or perhaps even Joe 
Denly, who is in the squad as a 
spare batsman and spin bowler 
but is unlikely to play unless there 
is an injury. 

But the Sussex man reckons he 
is still down the pecking order and 
has plenty to prove to stand any 
chance of World Cup selection. 

“I’m going to give it my best 
shot,” added Archer. “I’ve worked 
pretty much all my life for this 
moment and I just want to tackle 
it and put my best foot forward. 

“This is a great England team 
that has been playing very well for 
a number of years leading into the 
World Cup. 

“I don’t want to step on anyone’s 
toes, the squad selected for the 
World Cup deserve it and my job 
is to do my very best against 
Pakistan. 

“If someone gets injured, I want 
to put myself in a position where 
I’m the first person they turn to.” 




CHRIS JORDAN has been 
brought in from the ODI cold 
and given a last-ditch chance 
to be a part of the World Cup 
- three years after his 
previous game. 

The 30-year-old fast 
bowling all-rounder played 
the last of his 31 ODIs in 
2016, and since then has 
gone on to become an 
England T20 specialist. 

It is his death-bowling skill 
and supreme athleticism in 
the field in T20 cricket that 
earned him a recall and the 
chance to play alongside 
Jofra Archer. 

And while all the 
excitement has been focused 
on his fellow Barbados-born 
bowler and the man he calls 
his little brother, Jordan, 
fresh from a career best 4-6 
in St Kitts, could yet be the 
late pick England go for. 

National selector Ed Smith 
said: "You mustn't forget 
about people who were good 
and then for whatever reason 
fell out of a particular format 
and stayed good, or maybe 
even got better.

Solskjaer had 
identified key areas that need 
addressing before the Barca debacle, 
with executive vice- 
chairman Ed Woodward 
ready to back him. 

England trio Jadon 
Sancho, Callum Hudson- 
Odoi and Aaron 
Wan-Bissaka are top of 
United’s wanted list, 
along with Ajax’s 
Matthijs de Ligt, as 
Solskjaer plans a radical 
overhaul. 

There will be a major 
cull, with Antonio Valencia, Matteo 
Darmian, Marcos Rojo, Ander 
Herrera, Juan Mata (right) and 
Alexis Sanchez (above) all leaving as 
part of a summer rebuild. United’s 


humbling in Spain, coupled with 
their struggle to secure a top-four 
place to ensure Champions League 
football next season, have exposed 
the glaring deficiencies. 

While United have 
spent £725m on players 
in the six years since Sir 
Alex Ferguson retired, 
there has been no 
coherent approach to 
their buying policy.

WE hardly needed a Time 
Magazine front cover to 
know Mo Salah is a man of 
influence. 

Yet his recognition as one of 
their 100 most influential 
people could not have been 
more timely, given his emphatic 
return to the sort of form that 
made him a world star. 

Here, in the Estadio do 
Dragao, the mythical home of a 
fire-breathing dragon, he 
scorched poor Porto, by 
creating one goal and scoring 
another to put Liverpool into 
the Champions League semi¬ 
final with ultimately much to 
spare. In doing so, the Egyptian 


King wrote another little bit of 
Reds history, with the goal that 
killed the tie stone dead in the 
second half, making him 
Liverpool’s second-highest 
scorer in this competition 
behind Steven Gerrard. 

He was outstanding, 
completing a fine move from 
the Reds on 65 minutes after 
brilliant passes from sub 
Lirmino and Trent Alexander- 
Arnold to stroke home. 

Even a Porto goal, when Eder 
Militao smashed home a fine 
header, couldn’t dampen 
Liverpool spirits on a sodden 
evening... because Salah had 
turned provider to crucially 
destroy Porto resolve. 

It was the cruellest of goals, 


fittingly delivered in 
excruciating fashion. Liverpool 
had barely escaped their own 
half in the opening 26 minutes, 
under siege from a salvo of 
shots by the home side - 14 to 
one the count was. 

But this is football. There is 
no justice. Just ice in the veins 
of the clinical teams who will 
pick off opponents and make 
them pay for any weakness in 
front of goal. 

Porto had their moments, 
they had chances from the first 
minute when Jesus Corona cut 
in and flashed a shot over the 
bar. Unfortunately for the 
Portuguese, most of their 
moments fell to Moussa 
Marega, their villain from the 


first leg, the striker who fluffed 
three fine opportunities to steal 
a priceless away goal. 

Here he fluffed and flounced 
again three more times. 

Liverpool needed no further 
invitation. Lor the first time 
they found steal in their 
approach play, with Andy 
Robertson and Salah 
combining on the left before 
Gini Wijnaldum kept the move 
going by steering back to Salah. 

His cross to the far post was 
radar guided, and Sadio Mane 
swooped to turn the ball home, 
but even as he did, the flag 
went up, and most in the 
stadium thought it looked 
offside. 

After a ridiculous wait to 
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check a simple offside - we 
got our first clue when Salah 
started celebrating, telling 
Mane to do likewise. 

Hed stolen a sneaky look at 
seemingly the only screen in 
this huge stadium, the one 
pitch-side, and saw instantly 
what the video officials took 
agonisingly longer to decide. 
Mane was onside. Goal stood. 
Game over. 

The life was sucked out of 
valiant Porto in an instant, 
VAR itself took the energy 
from Porto for the rest of the 
half. This is where the system 
needs sorting, it needs 
speeding up dramatically... 
which is what you could have 
said about Liverpool up to 


that point. But maybe they 
were simply playing the 
ultimately canny game, 
duping and drawing the home 
side on, before delivering the 
sucker punch. 

They found time to score 
two more goals in the last 15 
minutes, as Joe Gomez came 
from the bench for his first 
appearance in four months 
after injury, and Roberto 
Firmino buried a free header. 

Virgil van Dijk headed a 
fourth six minutes from time. 

It was another small 
chapter in Liverpool’s glorious 
European history, to deliver a 
much bigger one against 
Barcelona later this month. 
On this form they will relish it.

for which Guardiola has to 
take a fair degree of blame.

IF there was one image that captured 
the rebirth of a legend, it came at the 
final whistle in Turin on Tuesday 
night. 

Matthijs de Ligt's thumping header 
had knocked out Cristiano Ronaldo 
and Juventus, and sent Ajax on to 
the Champions League semi-finals. 

But it had also awakened a sleeping 
giant as Ajax added Juve to Real 
Madrid's scalp from the previous 
round. And for two of the Dutch club's 
most famous names, it represented 
redemption 22 years in the making. 

Chief executive Edwin van der Sar 
and director of football Marc 
Overmars cut their teeth on 
European success in Amsterdam as 
players and now they are one tie 
from having another shot at winning 
the famous trophy. 

Both players were in the Ajax side 
that beat Milan in the final in 1995, 
but both suffered semi-final 
heartache at the hands of Juventus 
two years later. That gave Van der 
Sar and ex-Arsenal winger Overmars 
satisfaction as they punched the air 
and saluted fans with unbridled joy 
on Tuesday, before the latter did a 
belly-slide on the pitch in his suit. 

Former Manchester United keeper 
Van der Sar said: "It is nice for me 
that we won against Juventus. 

"We have lost twice with Ajax and I 
myself have not had my happiest 
time here as a keeper. It's starting to 
smell a bit like 1995.” 

The unexpected bonus of millions 
of extra euros will certainly by 
welcome at a club that struggles to 
match the modern financial 
powerhouses, but Van der Sar sees 
other things being more important. 

He added: "I am not interested.

IT will go down as a classic. 
But one decided by VAR r as 
glory turned to despair on a 
TV monitor. 

Raheem Sterling put the ball 
in the net in stoppage time and 
Manchester City supporters 
celebrated one of the all-time 
great European victories - only 
to have it snatched away. 

At the other end of the 
Etihad, Spurs fans celebrated a

It was in keeping with the 
topsy-turvy night, the game 
swinging one way and then the 
other before Tottenham’s 
never-say-die spirit took them 
into the semi-finals.

This was the best possible 
advert for English football. City 
and Tottenham brought the

City started it after four 
minutes. Kevin De Bruyne
